Enjsins ‘Safety 


Design of Instruction in 
Art Changes as New 
Factors Appear. 


ST. LOUIS.—As aircraft design 


has changed to incorporate new 
safety factors, so has the design of 
instruction in the art of flying 


changed. With several thousand col- 
lege students and graduates being 
trained to constitute a reserve of 
pilots for national emergency, it is 
necessary that as many as possible 
survive. 

Hence the so-called ‘‘controlled- 
fight course’’ laid down by the civil 
aeronautics board for use of all pri- 
vate flying schools which instruct 
CAB students. 

Here’s what the embryo flier gets 
in the first eight hours of dual in- 
struction and two or three hours of 
solo if he qualifies for a CAA basic 
training course: 


First comes group school. The 
rudiments of the ‘‘Theory of Flight’’ 
are taught in two or three two- 


nour sessions before the first flight. 


Then, with an instructor in the 
front seat, the student has his first 
‘half-hour in the air. 


It’s Hard to Learn. 

At 1,500 fee! the instructor turns 
to the student and indicates that he 
is to take over. And he proceeds to 
try to apply the things learned in 
ground school. Within two minutes 
he has recalled the line in the man- 
ual which reacs: 

“Flying is the hardest thing in the 


vorld to learn and the easiest to 
do.”' 

For the first three hours of dual 
instruction, the lessons consist of 


simple turus or ‘‘banks,”’ ‘‘S-turns’’ 
and a brief introduction to ‘‘power 
stalls’’—a maneuver which slips the 
moorings of a novice’s heart and al- 
lows it to drift into his throat. 

Then, says the controlled course 
outline, landings and takeoffs are 
in order. 

At this point in the training, the 
instructor makes the student don a 
pair of headphones, the better to 
undermine any belief that he cee 
ly is becoming a finished pilot. 
swelled head, instructors say, is the 
forerunner of a crackup. 

So the student is assisted through 
each lesson with a running fire of 
criticism. And he can’t talk back 
because there is no speaking tube 
and the instructor has no _ head- 
phones. 

Danger in Sloppy Flying. 

At about the seventh hour in the 
air, the student and the instructor 
take off from the home field, fly 
some 10 miles away over open coun- 
try and the novice is introduced to 
the very sudden and sometimes dis- 
astrous possibilities latent in sloppy 


flying. 
These consist of all types of 
“‘spins,’’ from all types of maneu- 


vers. These are spins from turns that 
are executed too steeply and with in- 
sufficient power, spins from power 
stalls and spins from climbing and 
gliding turns. 

The latter type is the most sober- 
ing. Itis usually caused by “‘crossed 
controls’’ and occurs when a pilot 
applies pressure on opposite ailer- 
ons and rudder. The spin from a 
gliding turn is said to account for 
most of the ‘‘out-of-control’’ crashes 
from low altitude. 

When the student has eight hours 
of dual instruction—no less—and is 
thoroughly ready for solo, he gets to 
fiy alone. 

From then on he flies a little each 
day by himself. For half of the pe- 
riod he gets additional instruction. 
Then he goes up alone and prac- 
tices. 

And, what if the student doesn’t 
practice? Well, the instructor finds 
it out on the next check flight.

Wealth of Amazon Valley 


Viewed as Important 
Key to Economics. 


RIO DE JANEIRO.—Sanitation, 
colonization and increase in produc- 


| scheme to remake the Amazon val- 
ley. 

Back from an airplane tour which 
took him far into the jungle coun- 
| try, the little president sees the 
| Amazon district as a region of ‘‘im- 
| mense potential wealth,’’ of. tremen- 
| dous importance if Brazil is to go 
ahead economically. 

He has called a conference of 
Amazon nations—Venezuela, Colom- 
bia, Peru, Ecuador, Bolivia and Bra- 
zil—to consider their common inter- 
ests. He has invited the United 
States to attend. 

By development of the Amazon 
basin and co-operation of the Ama- 
zon countries, he hopes ‘‘we will in- 
crease our reserves for defense and 
our capacity to resist any attempt 
at absorption.” 
| Vargas does not say what nation 
or nations might make such an at- 
tempt, but it is clear he has his eye 
on the European and Far Eastern 
struggles. 

The story of the Amazon is a story 
of rubber. Back in 1910, when the 
United States manufactured only 
200,000 automobiles, Brazil produced 
practically all the world’s rubber— 
62,000 of the 70,000 tons. 

But Brazilian rubber was wild 
rubber, gathered by natives in old- 
fashioned ways. The British had 
found rubber could be raised eco- 
nomically in the Dutch East Indies 
and the Malay peninsula. 

Ford Has Plantation. 


By 1914, cultivated rubber produc- 
tion exceeded that of wild rubber. 
By 1920, cultivated rubber produc- 
tion was 320,000 tons, and wild pro- 
duction 40,000; the United States con- 
sumed 235,000 tons. 

In 1937, the picture—a gloomy one 
for Brazil—was this: Cultivated rub- 
ber, 1,107,062 tons; Brazilian rubber, 
16,286 tons. 

Rubber had been worth $3 a pound 
in 1910—real] ‘‘black gold.” But 
when production could more than 
take care of necessities, prices fell 
way off. 

President Vargas had a look at 
Henry Ford’s plantation near the 
Amazon during his trip, and appar- 
ently was convinced that Brazilian 
rubber could make a comeback. Al- 
ready, Vargas says, American in- 
dustrialists have appeared who are 
interested in putting capital and 
technical experience into Brazilian 
rubber 


Malaria {s Problem. 

Ford has had one setback in his 
experimenis; he had to move his 
main plantation when his first locale 
proved unsuitable. So far his output 
has been unimportant, but within a 
year or two the Ford people hope to 
begin serious production. 

The Amazon country also exports 
nuts, including the famous Brazil 
nut; some woods, animal skins and 
some fibers. 

A major task in development of 
this district is the conquest of ma- 
laria. The germ-carrying mosquito 
breeds in the swamp lands, of the 
region, although, as President Var- 
gas points oui, much of the terri- 
tory is free of malaria. The Brazil- 
ian authorities and the Rockefeller 
Foundation have done a great work 
in eradicating malaria from all the 
important coastal centers, but their 
fight in the interior is not yet com- 
pleted. 

To attract colonists from other 
parts of Brazil, Vargas offers free 
land, agricultural implements and 
technical assistance, plus’ free 
schools and training for their chil- 
dren.

The quipu is a otted record of

anthropologists assume it might 
have pertaine financial prob-

It consists of 31 different types of 
small ropes of a dozen ¢ rent col- 


ors and no two alike, containing a 
hundred different kinds of knots 
Each knot is supposed to mean 


something, but just what is a mys- 
tery. 

The guipu was donated by John 
Wise of New York, collector of Peru- 
vian art objects, and is valued at 
$500. It resembles nothing so much 
as a Boy Scout's collection of knots, 
although on close examination it is 
apparent such knots are unknown 
today. 

Many scientists have studied this

and similar quipus, but never have ’ 


been able to translate the quipu or 
to state accurately what the Inca 
civilization was trying to record.
